TEXAN D ESPERA DOES. 


B rought to ltay by V igilante»—Tw o Offl- 
cers K illed . 


C h ic a g o , December 28th.—The 
Times’ 
Cotulla (Tex.) special says: Yesterday, at 
Twohig station, twelve miles_ from here, a 
desperate character named W hite commit­ 
ted a brutal assault on an 11-ycar-old child. 
She made the fact known, and a courier 
was sent here for an officer. Sheriff Mc­ 
Kinney and a deputy imm ediately left for 
Twohig on horseback. They reached there 
in the evening, approached W hite’s house 
quietly, and asked if he was in. The doors 
were barred and they received no answer. 
Approaching somewhat closer they saw the 
muzzles of four weapons protruding from a 
window and sim ultaneously four jets of 
flame sprang forth. 
Four men, W hite's 
friends, had hidden themselves in the 
house. McKinney- was shot through the 
brain at the first fire, and fell from his 
horse dead. The deputy kept up the fight 
gamely, but could do nothing against his 
concealed foes. 
He went down filled lull 
of lead, and was finally dragged away by 
the citizens of the village. 
W hen the news of the killing came this 
m orning Cotulla went wild. 
A large force 
of men instantly volunteered for service 
and started on horseback for Twohig. The 
latest intelligence from there is that W hite 
and his three friends have been corralled in 
their house and are held at bay. They re­ 
fuse to surrender, and were notified that if 
they did not come out within a given time 
they would he burned in the house. The 
Deputy Sheriff is dying, and the citizens 
say if W hite and liis friends are not burned 
alive, there will be a quadruple lynching. 
A nother courier is expected to-night.

tense excitement prevails.

P r o p a g a t io n 
o f 
S h a d .— The following 
interesting sum m ary of the propagation 
and distribution of shad during 1886, is 
from a forthcoming bulietih of the United 
States Fish Commission : The total distri­ 
bution of shad fry for the season of 1886 
aggregates over 90,000.000. As the entire 
num ber of shad taken for m arket is some­ 
thing less than 0.000,000, it wiil be seen 
that for everv shad taken from the waters 
this season for m arket fifteen voung shad 
have been artificially hatched and returned. 
The entire cosí of production and distribu­ 
tion has been less than $20,000, and, there­ 
fore, the young fish have been produced 
and distributed over the entire United 
States at tbe cost of about $215 for a 
million, or forty-six yonng fish for each 
cent of expenditure. ’ Another interesting 
fact to note is that for the entire tim e up to 
and including 1882 there were produced by 
artificial 
propagation 
only 
200,000,000 
young shad, while for 1886 alone the total 
production was over 60,000,000. 
These 
facts indicate that we are certainly getting 
to a point where the work may be regarded 
as profitable from a commercial standpoint. 
Thelollow ing is a sum m ary of the shad 
distributed during the season of I8S6. ar­

There was, indeed, no trace of any poison­ 
ous metal, or of any poison, but the lobster 
was crowded witii bacteria, in other words, 
it was rapidly decomposing. Potted fish, 
it seems, unless it is preserved in oil, is lia­ 
ble to speedy putre faction in warm weather, 
and should not be eaten after the day the 
tin is opened.— Pail Mall Gazette.

INEVITABLE RESULT OF COWARDICE. 


The Bulletin, Alta and Examiner, of San 
Francisco, enter their 
protest 
against 
further tolerance of the outrageous acts of 
the street-railway strikers in that city. 
It 
is not w ith surprise th at we find certain of 
the press cooing to the strikers beseech­ 
ingly to avoid further difficulty; to be 
guilty of no other infractions of the law, and 
telling them th at they are “ going too 
far.” 
T his is apologetic and weak, and in the 
line of excusing past acts. 
They went 
“ too far ” when they attem pted to dis­ 
suade people from riding upon the ears of 
th e assailed lines. In New York that kind 
of boycotting has been held to he crim inal, 
and those guilty of it are prom ptly sent to 
th e penitentiary. 
If there is any property 
right to be preserved and protected at all, 
it includes the right of business to bid for 
patronage w ithout illegal interruption or 
resistance. 
W ithout th at incident of pos­ 
session and ownership, the two latter are 
valueless. 
The right expression is that of the Alta, 
which did not hesitate to call the coercive 
and menacing acts of the strikers by the 
right names at the very outset, and to stand 
for the law and the inalienable right of 
owners of property to manage their own in 
th e ir own way, within the law. 
The right expression, also, is th at of the 
Examiner, which warns the people of San 
Francisco that the condonation of mob of­ 
fenses is equivalent to a decree of exile 
for capita], and of death to investment. It 
points significantly to th e established re­ 
sults of rioting and lawlessness in M il­ 
waukee, where a brief season of disorder 
checked business, turned investment back­ 
ward, caused industry to languish and ab­ 
solutely and abruptly stopped the growth 
of the city. 
W hen, as in Milwaukee, the 
workingmen of San Francisco find the 
fallen hammer from the unfinished build­ 
ing not again be taken u p ; when they 
see the rope rotting in its block, the derrick 
rusting in disuse; when they find the arm 
of honest labor suspended on great works 
and the exposed timbers left to decay and 
the mob spirit, they will thunder their 
condemnation of the cowardice that has 
perm itted the outrages in San Francisco to 
attain even a fortnight of age, and the 
lightnings of their rebuke will not fall 
short of shining marks. 
Such of the press as fear to rebuke the 
dastardly assaults upon life and property, 
arcunw orthyof public respect or sympathy. 
The people have all they possess, exercise 
every right they enjoy, by the guarantee 
of th at rule of society by consent of its 
members, which 
we 
call 
law. 
That 
stricken down at one point without rebuke 
and punishm ent for the crime, is a breach 
made th at may not be easily closed. 
It is no time for mild-mannered words 
and deprecating supplications to criminals 
to obey the law, to withold their hands, 
to stay the torch and the bludgeon. 
The 
men who have given rein to passion and 
taken out license from anger, read all 
such admonitions and pleadings between 
the lines. 
Behind such dough-faced plati­ 
tudes they see cowardice, and despise it. 
Let not our weak-kneed contemporaries 
fear. 
They m ight lose something by call­ 
ing a spade a spade, and by invoking the 
majesty of the law in defense of life and 
property, but by a contrary course they 
will earn the contem pt of the very elem ent 
they seek to conciliate. 
Let them remember that if capital flee3 
from even the shadow of danger, honest 
labor is equally sensitive, and thousands of 
workingmen in San Francisco have no 
sym pathy w ith disorder and communism, 
and do not join palms with the dema­ 
gogues who play upon the passions and 
prejudices of the strikers. 
W hen these 
find industry stagnating, the motive power 
of investm ent ceasing, they will not be 
slow to put their fingers upon the cause, or 
to visit upon tim idity the reward of tem ­ 
porizing and cowardice. 
They, more than 
capital, are to sufior in the f»ost riotous 
season ; they of all others are to feel the 
pinch and bear the bitterest ill that fol­ 
lows all diversion of the peaceful streams 
of industry into the troubled waters of dis­ 
trust. They will neither forget nor forgive 
th e men or the journals that, having it in 
th eir power to stay the tide of disorder, 
fail of th eir dutv. 


PROPOSED REFORM OF TEE ELECTION 
LAW, 


W e have had under exam ination a bill 
•which a legislator will propose to his col­ 
leagues next m onth, th at vitally affects the 
m ethods of conducting elections in Califor­ 
nia. 
T he chief m erit of the bill resides, 
first, in the proposed amendm ent of the 
section relative to casting the b a llo t; 
sec­ 
ondly, in 
th a t provision th at legalizes 
calls for prim ary elections; and lastly, in 
th e narrow ing of election precincts. 
Thus, the law now provides that the 
elector must “ hand his ballot to the in­ 
spector, or ju dge,” who shall, after announc- 
jpg audibly the nani.' of the voter, and his 


j e s t e r number and residence, place the j 
ballot in the box. 
The change proposed t 
will require the elector to “ exhibit ” his 
ballot, and after it isfound th at he is rig h t­ 
fully entitled to vote, th at the elector may 
east his ballot by putting it into the box 
with his own hand. 
T his would be actu­ 
ally “casting the ballot.” It is difficult to 
understand how this can in any way in­ 
crease the liability of frau d ; the ballot in 
the hand of the voter is the prelim inary 
step to the exercise of the prerogative of a 
sovereign ; the act is complete only when 
he “casts” it. 
W hy he should not himself 
deposit the ballot cannot fee shown. 
The 
difference in the acts of easting by the 
elector, and by the inspector, are great. 
W hen the voter deposits the ballot it is 
his act. 
W hen the Inspector receives and 
handles the ballot he m ay defeat the will 
of tire voter, and not infrequently it has 
been done. 
An adroit and dextrous man 
can change the ballot, and we repeat, it has 
been done. 
To turn to the clerks who 
search for the register num ber; to accom­ 
plish a half wheel of the body, and shift 
the ballot in a m anner the ordinary man 
will not account as an act of a moment, 
and in th at tim e and action to change the 
ballot for another, is not very difficult of 
achievement. 
In the second place, th at provision legal­ 
izing calls for prim ary elections it is pro­ 
posed to amend by adding a seventh clause 
to Section 11158, providing that the call 
shall he made upon the basis of precinct 
voting strength, and that the representa­ 
tion for conventions shall he chosen by 
precincts, or from clubs of 
not more 
than 
250, 
nor 
less 
than 
20 
mem­ 
bers. 
This is to be given effect and 
rounded out by a provision requiring the 
Supervisors, whenever a precinct has cast 
at any election 350 votes or more, to di­ 
vide it as nearly equal as may he into two 
precincts. 
It will be readily seen th at this will cut 
down precincts to a m inim um of 175 
voters, and will prevent them being larger 
than is represented by a strength of 350 
votes. 
Thus, speed in counting will be 
assured in the first place, no great weari­ 
ness of election clerks and officers be prob­ 
able, in the second, and hence the liabil­ 
ity to err will he reduced to the lowest 
possible minimum. 
A t the same time, 
political bosses will he unable, so readily 
as now, to send up to political conventions 
packed ward and district delegations. 
It is also provided th at all scratching or 
m arking out on ballots shall he done by 
ink lines. 
T his is for two wise purposes— 
to secure more deliberation on the part of 
the voter, and to prevent w hat is known to 
now occur, to wit, the use w ithin the polls, 
by unscrupulous election officers, of devices 
to defeat the will of the citizen. 
T his has 
been accomplished by the use of a hit of 
pencil lead secreted beneath the finger­ 
nail. 
In the recent recount in San F ran­ 
cisco, it was openly charged th at this was 
done. 
A final provision requires the polls tobe 
kept open in all the .State until 6 p. m. on 
the day of election, instead of closing at 
sunset. 
In November sunset takes place 
before working hours are over, and, as a 
result, very m any laboring men are un­ 
able to reach the polls w ithout sacrificing 
a portion of their day’s wages. 
In San 
Francisco the polls rem ain open until 6:30 
r. M. 
T here is no reason why they should 
close earlier elsewhere in the State. 
The propositions to narrow election pre­ 
cincts and to prevent change of ballots were 
advocated in the R ecokd-U n ion some 
tim e ago. 
The other provisions proposed 
are of equal m erit. 
Wc cannot see why 
the whole bill, as outlined, should not be­ 
come a lav.-. 
If there are any serious ob­ 
jections to any of the suggested amend­ 
ments, we have been unable, after careful 
exam ination, to discover them.

WAR POSSIBILITIES. 


I t seems to be more a question of which 
European nation shall take the initiative 
in aggression, than w hether war shall be 
avoided. 
The powers do not arm except 
w ith the probability of war in view. 
The 
fact th at France has been steadily perfect­ 
ing her m ilitary system for four years is a 
case in point. 
T hat preparation was not 
the hurried act of a nation alarmed, but 
having in view deep schemes of annexation, 
by recovery of lost territory. 
Germany 
has 
simply 
put 
both 
these construc­ 
tions upon m ilitary activity in France. 
T hat 
Russia 
has 
never 
given 
up 
her plans to seat a Czar in Constanti­ 
nople is true, and th at she will find excuse 
for hostilities, if needs he, to that end, is 
certain. 
I t is altogether probable that 
W aldemar will lie placed upon the Bul­ 
garian throne. 
The R f x o r d -U n io n is ad­ 
vised by reliable European correspondence 
that his declination, and the objections of 
the Danish King, were all assumed, and 
lack sincerity—that, in short, this apparent 
disinclination is a studied part, and well 
understood by Czar, who in the person of 
W aldemar would have a convenient agent 
to forward the ambitions of Russia, and 
weaken the defense of the approaches to 
Roumelia and the city of Constantinople. 
Greece awaits her opportunity to lay anew 
her claims to Macedonia and Thessaly, and 
the Czar is so acting as to encourage her to 
m ake an aggressive demand. Russia would 
thus “ play ” King George upon the one 
side as a provocative to the Porte, and on 
the other would set up W aldemar, the 
brother of George, as a convenient and 
willing agent to open the path through 
Bulgaria. 
Germany encourages A ustria to 
absorb the provinces southeast of her, even 
to the Grecian border, that she may be 
left free to her devices in another direc­ 
tion. 
Italy is her ally in her present atti 
tude toward France, and will be hand-in- 
glove w ith Austria, Germany and Turkov­ 
as against Russia and France. 
The Porte 
is to lie taken under the paternal care of 
the G erm an tribes, and England will be 
forced to stand by the alliance for protec­ 
tion of her own interests. All this appear 
now to be probable ; 
it is the promise of 
the times, and may give us a war situation 
with Russia and France allied—at least in 
sym pathy—and Austria, Germany, Eng­ 
land, Italy and Turkey combined against 
the Czar. 


T h e D a n c e C a l l e d “ P a y a n e .—Some 
of the leaders of Parisian society have 
lately tasen it into their heads to resusci­ 
tate the “ pavauc,” a dance som ething like 
that called after Addison's famous knight. 
At Mme. De R ate's reception the other 
night, in honor of Senor Castelar, four 
couples attired in Louis XV. costume danced 
the “ pavane.” 
For the benefit of those 
curious in such m atters it m ay be well to 
state that the “ pavane ” comprises s series 
of grave and graceful gyrations, and that 
these are supposed to be modeled after the 
movements of pama or peacocks. The 
“ pavane" was introduced from Spain, and 
not, as some suppos?, from I’adua. It was 
patronized by Catherine de Medieis, and 
was a favorite dance of mail-clad knights, 
who were able to take part in it without 
removing their armor.

tomed to the quadrille the “pavane" seems 
rather tame.—Paris dispatch to London Tele­ 
graph.

the establishm ent of lights on the Sacra­ 
m ento and San Joaquin rivers.

I n te r s ta te C o m m e rc e . 
(New York Tribune, December 22d.l 
Recent proof of the opinion of investors 
regarding the 
interstate commerce bill 
ought to have fair consideration in Con­ 
gress. 
Law-making bodies cannot afford 
to frame statutes upon which the prosperity 
oí a great nation m ust depend in entire dis­ 
regard of th e convictions of those who are 
imm ediately affected, and whose action 
will be governed, not by the theories of 
politicians, but by their own convictions. 
If investors think this measure fatal to 
their interest, they will m ake haste to sell. 
If they believe that the measure is likely 
to bankrupt some railroads, though no one 
can yet tell which, investors will take the 
precaution to lighten their holdings. Sell- 
ingof securitiesby alargenum her of invest­ 
ors will haye an effect upon prices, upon 
the ability of companies to dispose of 
bonds, and hence upon railroad building 
and other industrial undertakings, upon 
the demand for iron and m any other prod­ 
ucts, upon the course of gold and of for­ 
eign exchanges, and thus at last upon the 
prosperity of the whole country in all its 
interests. Congressmen m ay believe that 
investors are foolish. That makes no dif­ 
ference. The sales ol exceedingly foolish 
men affect the money m arket and the gen­ 
eral prosperity as m uch as the purchases of 
the wisest Congressmen. 
The point which influences investors 
most is the prohibition of higher charges 
for short than long hauls. M any Congress­ 
men do not seem to understand that there 
is a necessary difference in cost between 
the two kinds of services. 
If the railroads 
charge according to actual cost in every 
case, they m ust charge higher rates for the 
local than for the through traffic. 
If they 
do not they m ust tax the through traffic 
unreasonably, and the producers and cor- 
suraere who are affected by it, in order to 
carry the local freight at less than cost. 
Canadian roads will not do this. 
AA'ater 
routes will not. 
Consequently such a 
requirem ent would (hive a large part of 
the through freight to the Canadian roads 
or the water routes, and would be disas­ 
trous to some American lines. 
The fact 
that to other competing lines it would be 
less disastrous is but another objection to 
the m easure; it discrim inates unfairly in 
favor of some and against other railroads. 
A through freight train runs w ithout 
stops at local stations. Every such stop­ 
page wears rails, wheels, brakes, and all 
rolling stock. wastes fuel and steam, and 
loses tim e. The local freight m ust go by 
local trains, which incur all this added 
cost. The through tiain starts with full cars 
and ends with full cars. There is neither 
delay nor cost for shifting. The local 
train, if it starts with all cars full, cannot 
take on additional freight that may be 
waiting at the first or any ether station. 
If it starts with 200 tons, delivering freight 
at different stations, it may take 011 an 
equal amount, or m uch less, or none. 
Hence it cannot run with full cars; that is, 
a part of the quantity of freight which its 
engine can draw has to pay all the cost, 
and that cost is far higher than the cost of 
running a through train over the same dis­ 
tance. 
Investors know these facts. 
Legis­ 
lation which disregards them is apt to ap­ 
pear to investors not only fooiish. but w an­ 
tonly unjust, and in effect a confiscation of 
property.__________

But in So Doing They Gobble Up the 
Entire Struaui. 
It has been currently reported for several 
days that the irrigation question, so far us 
Haggin & Carr and Miller it Lux are con 
cerned, has been amicably settled. It is 
said that the basis of agreement is as fol­ 
lows : Haggin & Carr to take two-thirds 
of the water of Kern river, at or near the 
town of Bakersfield. The remaining third 
is also to be taken out of the stream by the 
same parties, and delivered to Miller & 
Lux, at a point thirty miles distant. Ilag- 
gin & Carr, it is also understood, have 
agreed to surrender Kern and Buena Vista 
Lakes, which will be used in the future as 
storing reservoirs during the flood-times, 
for the exclusive benefit of Miller & Lux. 
Cox & Clarke, of this city, have large in­ 
terests in that section, and it is said they 
are included with Miller & Lux in this 
compromise. "This would seem to be an 
acquiescence on the part of Haggin A Carr 
in the decision of the Supreme Court, re­ 
cognizing the right of riparian owners,” re­ 
marked a State official yesterday. " The 
Kern river is one of the most valuable irri 
gating streams in the State, but if gobbled 
up by those three firms, what is going to 
become of the small farmer?” was asked by 
a legislator.

y a kindly matron, where women willing 
and able to go out to work may leave their 
younger children for the day, and assure 
their kind care for a small sum. Such 
shelters are mainly self-supporting after 
being once put upon their feet. To avoid 
any misunderstanding, however, it has 
been decided to divide the receipts of the 
two performances between the two objects. 
There will not be any other amusements to 
attract the public, and without doubt the 
charitable pe iple of Sacramento, who have 
never been cilled upon in vain for liberal 
aid toward worthy institutions, will extend 
such generous patronage that the theater 
will be crowded. The play will be put upon 
the stage handsomely, with beautiful 
scenery and accessories of all sorts, and the 
prices are so reasonable that all can attend. 


T r e a d w e l l P a r d o n e d .—The Governor 
issued a pardon to W. B. Treadwell, who 
was sent to prison from Yolo county in 
May last to serve a sentence ot four years 
for embezzlement. The Prison Directors 
recommended the pardon on the ground 
that a very large number of the wealthiest, 
most influential and most responsible citi­ 
zens of the county in which Treadwell re­ 
sided and in counties adjoining petitioned 
for the pardon, on the ground that his pun­ 
ishment would be a lasting one more out 
of prison than in ; that his wife and four 
children were objects of charity, needing 
his assistance, and the ends of justice were 
subserved. Treadwell is a bright young 
attorney, who at one time was located in 
this city, and his arrest, trial and convic­ 
tion are familiar to the readers of the 
R e c o rd -U n io n . 
C o m m u ta tio n s o f S e n te n c e .— Yesterday 
Governor Stoneman signed commutations 
as follows : Patrick McGettican, convicted 
of robbery in San Francisco August, 1881, 
and sentenced to life imprisonment, com­ 
muted to eight years. It was recommended 
on the ground that McGettigan was an 
orphan boy of 18 in the bands of an old 
convict, who confessed when dying that he 
alone committed the crime. F.X . Bonilla, 
who was convicted of murder in the first 
degree in January, 1869, in the Superior 
Court of Santa Barbara, and sentenced to 
lite imprisonment, was commuted to thirty 
years. Citizens in Los Angeles, Santa Bar­ 
bara and Ventura ask for the commutation 
on the ground that the boy Bonilla was 
acting in defense of his father’s life.

Officer at W ashington City, D. C., informs 
Sergeant Barwick that after January 1, 
1887, no weather reports will be telegraphed 
from Los Angeles, San Diego or Keeler, nor 
will there be any weather reports received 
from Salt Lake, Cheyenne, Denver, North 
Platte, Ornaba and Yankton, owing to the 
short appropriation by Congress.

TO THE PUBLIC. 
Card to the People of Sacram ento from 
Judge H. O. Beatty. 
Having sent in my resignation asa mem­ 
ber of the Board of Funded Debt Commis­ 
sioners of the city of Sacramento, I deem it 
right to explain my reason for so doing. In 
1872 the city had an interest-bearing funded 
debt of $1,556,000. There was delinquent 
interest on that debt of about $450,000. The 
annual delinquent interest previous years 
had been about $47,000. With the debt 
thus accumulating at the rate of $47,000 per 
annum, there appeared nothing in prospect 
for this city but absolute insolvency. In 
this state of affairs I devised and proposed 
to the people of Sacramento a scheme 
whereby, I thought, the city might pay off 
its debt in twelve or fifteen years. My pro­ 
posal was to levy a tax of 50 cents on each 
$100 for eleven years. This eleven years’ 
tax to be invested in a sinking fund, 
which I stated would extinguish the 
debt 
in 
from 
twelve 
to 
fifteen 
years. The people, upon having the 
scheme explained, voted almost unani­ 
mously for the tax. and requested me to 
draw up an Act to carry out my scheme. 
The Act was drawn, and after having a few 
foolish amendments tacked on, was passed 
and Commissioners appointed. 
Under this Act nine levies were made 
averaging 21 cents on the $100, or a little 
over one-third what was proposed in my 
scheme. The whole amount ot outstand­ 
ing bonds and coupons we had to deal 
with, including those due and not due, was 
over $4,000,000. 
; 
The Fund Commissioners, with the small 
amount of tax levied for them, took up 
and now hold $1,267,768 of this outstand­ 
ing debt. Nearly five years ago the money 
that belonged to our Commission was arbi­ 
trarily tied up in the Treasurer’s hands, 
and we were prevented the use of it. If 
we had been allowed the use of that nioney 
during the past five vears, as fast as it came 
into the hands of the Treasurer, we would 
have had at this time more than a million 
and three-quarters of this debt, instead ot a 
million and one-quarter and a little over. 
During this same time the Treasurer has 
been paying off a part of this same debt. 
He has paid off something over three- 
quarters of a million. So in the last fifteen 
years nearly one-half our indebtedness as 
it stood in 1872 has been paid off. But the 
part the Fund Commissioners bought up 
cost the people in taxes less than 17 cents 
on the dollar, including costs of bonds and 
coupons and all expenses of the Commis­ 
sion. All the coupons paid by the Treas­ 
urer were paid at par. If we add to this 
the expense of litigation, the attorneys’ 
fees, Court costs, damages, compound in­ 
terest. etc.. which the Trustees have in­ 
curred, including the former litigation with 
Mrs. Fowle and the more recent litigation 
with Mayer, Davis and others, and we will 
find everv dollar the citizens have paid 
through the Treasurer has cost them a dol­ 
lar and ten cents. 
Yet a majority of these people evidently 
prefer the Trustee plan of paying the debt. 
They seem anxious to pay two millions 
and a quarter on a compromise to be made 
by the Trustees rather than half the 
amount, without a compromise, through 
the aid of the Fund Commissioners. 
It is true there are a few of the more in­ 
telligent citizens who partially understand 
the workings of the Fund Commissioners, 
who desire to pay the debt in the easiest 
way. But they’take very little interest in 
the matter. They have left the whole bur­ 
den of carrying this scheme through on my 
shoulders. 
For more than fifteen years, without 
compensation or pecuniary advantage in 
any way, I have sustained this scheme and 
saved the city from perhaps insolvency, 
but at a heavy sacrifice of time, money and 
profitable business on my part. I think I 
have done my share, and must leave the 
scheme in future to the management of 
others.

Supposed Stage Bobber Arrested. 
On Monday afternoon John Eitcl in­ 
formed acting Chief of Police Farren that 
a man had left 36 ounces of very fine gold— 
evidently a gold bar divided into small 
fragments—at his office to be assayed, and 
that the party leaving it was to return at 9 
r. m, for bis report. Mr. Eitcl was im­ 
pressed with the belief that the gold was 
stolen ¡property, and Farren coincided in 
the belief, and’surmised that the bar was 
the one taken when the Orovilie and 
Quincy stage was robbed by highwaymen 
near Bid well’s Bar on the 1st inst. Ar­ 
rangements were made to have officers on 
hand when the person leaving the precioüs 
metal should return, but at an earlier 
hour than tliat designated Deputy Sheriff 
Lee and officer Coffey took to the 
station-house John Norton, proprietor of 
a saloon on K street, and^ another man 
who had accompanied him to Eitel’s, 
and appeared to have a proprietory 
interest in the money. Norton stated that 
a man who had been patronizing his saloon 
offered to sell him the gold, and that he 
finally purchased it for $380. Subsequently 
he took it to the assay office to ascertain 
how much of a bargain he had made, and 
intended afterwards to send it to the mint. 
The man who accompanied him declared 
that he knew nothing about the gold, and 
only went with Norton in a friendly way. 
It is singular, however, that he gave the 
assayist the same name as that borne by 
the man who sold it to Norton. As soon 
as the circumstances connected with the 
presenting of the precious metal at Mr. 
Eitel’s were known, detective Hume, of 
Wells, Fargo it Co.'s force, who had been 
working on the stage robbery case, was no­ 
tified. and came to the city. As he believed 
the man who made the sale to Norton was 
still in the city, the R ecord-U nion. in 
order to avoid defeating the ends of justice 
by giving publicity to the matter, refrained 
from publishing ’the facts yesterday. No 
other arrests have yet been made, however, 
and the supposed 'thief has doubtless left 
town.

A PERTINENT LETTER. 
Some Statements Which Should he In­ 
vestigated l»y Proper Authorities.

R ecord-U nion : I wish to call your 
attention, and the attention of the valley 
people generally, to the following facts in 
regard to hydraulic mining in Dutch Flat 
and its vicinity : 
Does the law compel white men only to 
stop hydraulic mining, and permit China­ 
men to continue filling up the rivers the 
same as if nothing happened ? There is 
now a crew of Chinamen hydraulicking in 
Olsen & Martin’s claim below Dutch Flat. 
There is another crew of Chinamen work­ 
ing Grey's claim below Dutch Flat. There 
is a crew of Chinamen hydraulicking Lib­ 
erty Hill diggings. There is a crew of 
Chinamen, in connection with Mr. Parri- 
man, fitting up a claim about a quarter of 
a mile above Dutch Flat, which they pro­ 
pose to work this season by hydraulic 
process. Another crew of Chinamen is 
now fitting up the Bird’s Eye claim at Red 
Dog, which tails into Greenhorn, and 
thence into Bear river; and there is a crew 
of Chinamen working Tom Bailey’s claim 
below Dutch Flat. 
Why are Chinamen allowed to hydraulic 
at Iowa Hill and You Bet? The Liberty 
Hill and Little York Consolidated Mining 
and Water Company only langh at you 
valley folks. The said company built a 
dam —or at least the Chinamen built it for 
them—which they know will not stand 
more than half the water of Bear river; 
and in fact every dam so constructed is 
only a menacing danger to your cities and 
towns along the river below, for when one 
dam breaks, which it surely will, the next 
one cannot hold more than* its own load 
and will also break, and so on; then good- 
by to property below. Yet this same com­ 
pany gives a lease of some kind, either real 
or fraudulent, to a Chinaman, or a com- 
E 
any of Chinamen, and sells them water to 
ydrau'ic with, and this is what they are 
doing at the present time. 
How is it that Jeff Doolittle anil Tom 
Bailey were allowed to hydraulic last 
winter right at the edge of town ? And 
why was Sam Harriman allowed tc run 
the Southern Cross, with a crew mostly of 
Portuguese and Chinamen ? How is it 
that those parries knew beforehand when 
the Marshal or Deputy was coming ? 
Those claims would then shut the water 
ofi', yet their crews would continue work­ 
ing cuts, tunnels, powder drifts, and blast­ 
ing bowlders, and as soon as the Marshal or 
Deputy was out of town the water was 
again turned on. 
And another thing we would like to 
know, why the hydrauiickers are con­ 
stantly howling about drift and quartz 
miners, who were foolish enough to pay 
assessments or donations to help fight the 
hydraulic law suits ? Yet these same men 
now want to slop drift and quartz mines, 
who mostly employ white labor, and still 
let the China hydrauiickers fill up the rivers 
and harbors, and finally destroy your towns 
and farms. 
There is one thing about this matter 
quite remarkable. The small claims, which 
are mostly owned by poor men, and who 
usually employ white labor, have, as a gen­ 
eral thing, shut down and tjbev the law, 
while the big claims, which do the most 
damage, and which are worked by China­ 
men and Portuguese, and are owned by 
rich men or companies, still continue to 
work their claims, either directly or indi­ 
rectly. 
If you stop one hydraulic diggings, why 
do you not stop them all? There appears 
to be something rotten in this matter. Do 
the hydraulic companies and Chinamen 
pay for their privileges of running mines, 
or was the law only intended to stop the 
poor white trash ?

Duchetel had really been an 
officer in the Chasseurs d’Afrique, in which 
regiment Cremony also claimed to huve 
served. When the command was in camp 
on the Gila river one evening. Colonel Cre­ 
mony was telling a wonderful story of how 
on one occasion in Africa he had, with 
nothing but a naked saber, slain two royal 
Nubian lions. W hile be was telling the 
tale his Lieutenant, who was extremely 
full of Commissary rum, came to the tent 
and leaned against the pole.

• It is said that the Atlantic 
Pacific 
Railroad Company is m in in g jeep cuts 
into the overland pM^engpy rates. 
I'eiiar Sather, the wUl-known capitalist, 
sole owner of the hank of Sather & Co., is 
lying at the p o ir‘, of death at his residence 
iii Oakland, l ie has been sick but a short 
time. 
In Oakland on Sunday Otto Anderson, 
the thief who stole $20 from St. A nthony’s 
Church, East Oakland, was held to answer 
* charge of burglary with bail fixed at 
$1,500. 
The Supervisors have passed over the 
Mayor’s vetoes the A. W . Rose, Jr., railroad 
franchise on Twenty-fourth street by a 
vote of 9 to 3. 
Also, the Omnibus Rail­ 
road bill. 
T he Railroad Commission has unani­ 
mously decided that the allegation of over­ 
charges made against the Southern Pacific 
Company by one Jam es Pattison, of Los 
Angeles, was unfounded. 
J. P. Simpson, a teamster, was helping 
to hoist a heavy beam at the Bancroft 
building on M arket street on Monday, 
when the piece of tim ber fell and struck 
him on the head. 
It was found that he 
had sustained an injury of the spine and a 
serious scalp wound. 
A t an early hour on Sunday m orning 
residents in the vicinity of Sutter and 
Buchanan streets were startled by a loud 
explosion. 
Investigation showed that a 
dynamite bomb had been placed upon the 
Sutter-street line and exploded. There was 
but little damage done to the track, how­ 
ever. 
Louis Keppler has sued the South Pacific 
Coast Railroad for $20,000 damages, alleg­ 
ing that on May 23d last, while on the cars 
with his wife and child, the train backed 
upon a newly-made switch to which a tele­ 
graph pole was so close that his child of 
eighteen months, who was looking out of 
the window, was struck and killed. 
The United States man-of-war Hartford, 
flagship of the Pacific squadron, arrived 
from San Diego Sunday night, and is now 
at anchor in the stream. The H artford is 
perhaps the best-known vessel in the navy. 
It was in her rigging that Admiral Farragut 
lashed him self during the famous attack on 
the forts at the entrance to Mobile bay. 
The steam er Belgic, which arrived from 
Hongkong last Sunday, bronght some thirty 
Chinese females, twelve of whom had no 
return certificates. They claimed to have 
resided here before the passage of the Re­ 
striction Act. Of the eighteen with certifi­ 
cates eleven were refused landing by Sur­ 
veyor Tinnin, on the ground that they did 
not answer the descriptions in the certifi­ 
cates. 
Jam es Reid has brought suit in the Su- 
nerior Court to recover $10,500 from the 
Eureka Lake and Y uba Canal Company. 
The plaintiff claims that in January, 1881, 
he was the owner of fifty shares of the 
company’s stock, and that from June, 1884, 
to J une, 1880, the company lias declared 
dividends and realized profits am ounting 
to the sum sued for, of which he has re­ 
ceived no part. 
In the Clay Street Bank there was an ac­ 
count which represented $12 42 deposited 
between March 18th and September 2,1861. 
The depositor and his book disappeared, it 
was believed, at about this time, since 
nothing was heard from them for twenty- 
five years. B ut yesterday the holder of the 
book appeared and had his interest entered 
up, and withdrew his money, receiving the 
handsome sum of $149 07. 
Little Artie Frazer, the 4-year-old boy 
who was missed from his home on April 
19th of this year, was found yesterday 
buried in the sand near his home. The 
bodj' was found by laborers who were 
excavating. 
It is supposed that Artie was 
playing in the sand and that the bank fell 
in on him and buried him . A great stir 
was made at the time of his disappearance. 
It was supposed at the tim e that the boy 
had been stolen, and a large reward was 
offered by his parents for the recovery of 
the boy. 
An infant son of Loui3 Karo died yester­ 
day at 661 Broadway, Oakland. The father 
was nearly crazed with grief and ate noth­ 
ing during the day. Toward evening he 
drank two glasses of hot brandy and the 
effect of the liquor crazed him . 
H e be­ 
came so frantic that his wife was com­ 
pelled to ask that he be taken into custody. 
He was arrested after a struggle and was 
kept ail night in the city prison. From 
him was taken a phial of poison which he 
said he intended to take. H e declared that 
his child died from eating poisoned pie, 
purchased at a bakery. 
But Dr. Muller, 
who treated the child, signed a certificate, 
hence the father m ust be m istaken in his 
charge.
